Net because it is the anniversary, an ob- 
servance I have always shunned. Rather is it k«yed to the effort to override Foro's 
veto ef the uaendsents to the Fret.-don of Information law. The najor reason for these 
anandaonts is one of ny suit;-, as the debates shew. 

With the earlier books I took the tine ant spent the aoney to hand-delivery 
oopios to a fair percentage of the bureaus in Washington.
